“Fairy tales are made up 
from more than the imagination of 
one person,” says Twilight’s Catherine 
Hardwicke, who directed Amanda 
Seyfried in the gothic Red Riding 
Hood. “They’re known all over the 
world. Studios are enamored with 
making something that already 

has built-in name recognition or a 
fan base.” She adds, “And also the 
underlying rights are free.” 

Besides, fantasy escapism rules 
the box office, and these stories 
deliver magic, monsters, and myste- 
rious settings, along with moral 
lessons that transcend the ages. In 
Beastly (opening March 4), a present- 
day take on Beauty and the Beast, I 
Am Number Four star Alex Pettyfer 
plays a cruel, wealthy bully who is 
cursed with disfigurement (creeping 
tattoos and scars, not fur) after 
tormenting a young girl about her 
looks. In keeping with tradition, of 
course, he can only be cured by the 
love of another—in this case, Vanessa 
Hudgens. (Neil Patrick Harris costars 
as the bratty beast’s tutor.) “There’s 
something about the transformative 
power of love that’s incredibly com- 
pelling,” says director and screen- 
writer Daniel Barnz, who adapted the 
script from a popular young-adult 
novel.

(It begins filming next month, with 
the release date still uncertain.) 
Meanwhile, Warner Bros. is about to 
begin production on Bryan Singer’s 
Jack the Giant Killer, with Nicholas 
Hoult (About a Boy, A Single Man) 
confirmed to star as the beanstalk- 
climbing hero, Stanley Tucci as a 
sinister royal adviser, and 
Bill Nighy as a leader of the 
(very) big bad villains. 

As for the Snow White 
pics, Tarsem Singh—who's 
directing Roberts as his 
“likable Evil Queen” for 
Relativity Media—aims to 
beat the competition by 
getting his film into the- 
aters July 29, 2012. One 
rival is Snow White and the 
Huntsman, a Universal 
Pictures film in which the 
heroine finds herself 
chained to the man sent to 
kill her in the woods. (Sources say 
the lead role has been offered to 
Kristen Stewart, but nothing is offi- 
cial yet. Charlize Theron is on board 
to play, you guessed it, the Evil 
Queen. Disney—which released 
the definitive version of the tale in 
1937—is also getting back into the 
game, developing a kung fu take 
called Snow and the Seven, in which 
the dwarves are warrior monks. 

Even though she’s at the 
forefront of this trend with Red 
Riding Hood, Hardwicke has mixed 
feelings about the wave of adapta- 
tions following her. “I’m kind of 
down because I want to do more 
fairy-tale films after this,” she 
laughs. Sleeping Beauty is one that 
hasn’t been snapped up yet. But 
filmmakers should take a lesson 
from its somnolent heroine: You 
snooze, you lose.

modern-day jobs. This fall, TV could be ruled by superheroes, 

wizards, and Playboy Bunnies. The broadcast networks’ pilot 
orders are nearly finished, and not since a certain island-based 
ABC hit have the Big Four developed so many serialized, sci-fi, 
and straight-up wild projects. 

Where to start? There are plenty of retro wonder women, between 
NBC’s Playboy (set in the 1960s, about the lives of Hef’s Bunnies), 
ABC's Charlie’s Angels (the 1970s classic set in modern times, starring 
Minka Kelly, Annie llonzeh, and Rachael Taylor), and Pan Am (a sexy 
soap about 1960s flight attendants and pilots). And of course there’s 
Wonder Woman herself, in David E. Kelley’s reboot at NBC. 

Broadcasters rarely launch period dramas nowadays—critics may 
love Mad Men, but it’s not a ratings blockbuster. (Remember the short- 
lived Swingtown?) This year, though, Pan Am and Playboy aren’t the 
only pilots set in the past: NBC’s The Crossing is a Western that takes 
place in the aftermath of the Civil War, and ABC’s Poe is—well, the 
1840s setting is actually the least unusual thing about this show, 
which finds Edgar Allan Poe solving crimes. Never mind that the 
horror author wasn’t a detective and was hardly leading-man 
material. Quoth the Raven: “WTF?” 

Some of the pilots don’t even take place in the real world at all. Lost

exec producers Edward Kitsis and Adam 
Horowitz have the ABC project Once Upon a 
Time, about a woman who is drawn into a 
town where magic may be real. And NBC 
has two titles with cops solving crimes in 
magical realms—Whedonverse writers Jim 
Kouf and David Greenwalt’s Grimm (inspired 
by Grimm’s fairy tales), and Battlestar 
Galactica guru Ron Moore's 17th Precinct

J.J. Abrams going back to an island—Alcatraz, 
about the mysterious goings-on at the 
infamous prison, starring Lost alum Jorge 
Garcia.

Fox Entertainment chief 
Kevin Reilly credits Hollywood writers 
for this pilot season’s genre push, “Even 
character-based writers were coming in 
with high-concept ideas,” he says. “Writers

ETWORKS MAY focus on the latest 
fe pretty young face, but audiences often 

prefer a more mature star. Some of 
the most popular shows in prime time today 
are headlined by beloved actors ages 50 and 
above. CBS has NCIS (19.9 million viewers), 
starring Mark Harmon, 59; Fox has House 
(9.9 million viewers), with Hugh Laurie, 51;

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IT WAS SUPPOSED TO BE over for Chris 
Brown. Two years ago, the young pop star was 
riding high on the success of two platinum 
albums and set to make an appearance at 
the 2009 Grammy Awards. But the night be- 
fore the show, Brown, 19 at the time, did the 
unthinkable—he assaulted his then girlfriend 
and pop peer Rihanna. The following weeks 
were full of shock and speculation: How could 
he do such a thing? Were his days as a music 
star finished? And would his audience—largely 
composed of young girls—ever forgive him? 
Much has happened since then. The pair 
briefly reconciled, then split. Brown pleaded 
guilty to felony assault, and was sentenced to 
probation (see sidebar). And his popularity 
understandably plummeted, with 2009's ill- 
received Graffiti failing to reach even gold 
status. Now it seems the tide may be turning 
once again. He released three popular mix- 
tapes last year, and the first two sin- 
gles from his upcoming studio album, | 
the Europop “Yeah 3X” and showy 
“Look at Me Now,” both rest just out- 
side of the Hot 100’s top 10. And per-

Studios take online 
pirates to court 


The MPAA‘s legal battle against the illicit sharing of 
movies and TV opened a new front on Feb. 8 
when it filed a copyright suit against the file-hosting 
website Hotfile on behalf of five major studios: 
Disney, Fox, Universal, Columbia, and Warner 
Bros. While the industry has taken on BitTorrent 
sites in the past, this is the first time the MPAA 
has sued a digital storage service, which users 
can access without downloading any software. 
The lawsuit was filed in Miami—Hotfile owner 
Anton Titov is a Florida resident even though his 
company is based in Panama—and alleges that 
Titov and the site “actively encourage their users 
to upload to Hotfile’s computer servers infringing 
copies of the most popular entertainment content 
inthe world,’ including Inception, Grey's Anatomy, 
and The Social Network. The studios are seeking 
damages, but the suit does not specify how much. 
Hotfile did not respond to a request for comment.

Grammy Sunday in Los Angeles, 

and the preshow red carpet is a 
spangled traffic jam of celebrity, the 
night’s nominated stars vamping for 
the cameras and tossing sound bites to 
a clamoring press. But the one woman 
the media most want to speak to isn’t 
talking at all—in fact, she’s hardly 
showing her face. Lady Gaga, pop 
music’s high priestess of life-as- 
performance-art, has made her 
entrance in a semi-opaque space pod, 
held stoically aloft by a team of vinyl- 
clad fashion gladiators. The only clear 
indication of the blurred figure inside 
the egg-shaped vessel is a single black- 
gloved hand, pressed demurely to its 
inner wall. She is here to perform 
“Born This Way,” the lead single from 
her upcoming album of the same name, 
and to officially launch the next stage 
of a career already defined by the 
singularity of its meteoric rise. First, 
though, she will have to be hatched.

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There was a time, of course, when 
the world carried on just fine without 
the contributions of the singer born 
Stefani Germanotta. But for the past 
two years, her domination of the pop 
culture conversation has been so com- 
plete that it can be hard to recall a 
zeitgeist that did not include her. Since 
the release of her debut, The Fame, in 
October 2008, and its EP semi-sequel 
The Fame Monster in November 2009, 
she has sold some 16.5 million albums 
worldwide and 29.5 million digital 
singles (seven of which cracked the top 
10 of Billboard’s Hot 100). She’s also 
logged an astounding 1.2 billion music- 
video views online. 

There is little arguing with her past 
success; now, with the 24-year-old’s 
third release, Born This Way, due May 
238, comes the question of whether she 
can sustain it. Details of the album are 
closely guarded by her camp, though 
Vincent Herbert, the producer and 
label exec who signed her the same day 
she walked into his office at Interscope 
Records four years ago clad only, he 
recalls, in “fishnet stockings, panties, a 
bra, and a blazer,” has no qualms calling 
it the best thing she’s ever done. “She’s 
made her Thriller with this album,” he 
says. “It’s unbelievable, just hit after hit.” 

And while Herbert may be biased, so 
far he’s right—at least about the hit 
part. “Born This Way” shattered radio- 
airplay records its first day out, and 
shot to No. 1 on iTunes in all 23 coun- 
tries that carry the service. “It just 
sounded like a one-listen record,” says 
Julie Pilat, assistant program director 
and music director at L.A.’s KITS FM. 
“The fans are being very vocal; they 
want as much of it as they can get.” 

Artistically, the song has gotten a 
somewhat cooler response, with critics 
and even some fans deriding it as unduly 
derivative of Madonna’s 1989 empower- 
ment anthem “Express Yourself.” That 
reaction suggests a potential long-term 
problem for Gaga: living up to increas- 
ingly inflated expectations. When you're 
known for outrageous stunts and gigantic 
hits, how do you keep topping yourself? 

“Of course, the natural instinct is to 
wonder: Where does she take it from 
here?” says Madonna’s longtime publi- 
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The music awards show is never easy to predict, but 
this year brought two unusually huge surprises, 
even by Grammy standards. Consider us shocked.

Anderson Cooper, who spent time 
with Gaga in London, Milan, and New 
York City while taping a 60 Minutes 
segment that aired before Sunday’s 
Grammys, believes she’s just doing what 
comes naturally to her. “We’ve seen 
plenty of artists who’ve transformed 
themselves over time to maintain the 
public’s interest,” he says. “But no one’s 
done it as often and with such concen- 
tration and dedication and flair. She’s 
transforming herself every few days, it 
seems. There’s a real discipline to her 
artistry—the discipline of never wanting 
to be seen in sweatpants and sneakers. I 
don’t know how she does it; I would 
think it’s exhausting. But with her, she 
will tell you, ‘Look, this is who I am.” 

There’s a discipline, too, to her pac- 
ing. Born was recorded while she contin- 
ued to tour and promote her previous 
album, an increasingly common prac- 
tice (Rihanna and Ke$ha also recently 
released CDs less than 12 months apart) 
in the era of what her manager Troy 
Carter calls “the 24/7 media thing.” 
“That’s the difference between being 
a superstar now and 20 years ago,” he 
says. “You’ve got TMZ and the Huffington 
Post and the paparazzi.” That means no

tabloid shots of Gaga in rumpled lounge- 
wear—perhaps because she never 
lounges. Unlike many of her pop-star 
peers, she is rarely seen lazing on tropi- 
cally anchored yachts or schmoozing at 
industry events. Says Herbert: “She 
gets her massages and she works out 
and she stays fit, but she loves to work. 
She was supposed to take three weeks 
off during the Christmas break, but she 
called me and Troy and was like, ‘Okay, 
it’s been four days, I’m ready to get back 
to the studio.” 

The best predictor of Gaga’s future 
may be the artist herself, who told EW 
in 2009: “I’m not trying to prove to any- 
body that I’m going to be here for 30 
years. You either are or you’re not. You 
either have passion for it or you don’t. 
It’s either important for you to stop and 
buy a condo and have babies and marry 
a rich actor, or not do any of that, and 
continue to make music and art, and die 
alone. Which is what I'll probably do.... 
So it will be one continuous thought 
until I’m laying in a coffin, surrounded

It’s time to stop tiptoeing around. Will 
The King’s Speech beat The Social Network 
come Feb. 27? Yes. How do we know? 
We're not just movie buffs, 
we're scientists. Read on for 
all the Oscar odds.

The good news: This year’s Best 
Picture race doesn't have a dud in 
the bunch. From Sundance hits 

like The Kids Are All Right and 
Winter's Bone to director-driven 
pieces like Black Swan, True Grit, 
and 127 Hours to blockbusters like 
Toy Story 3 and Inception, it’s a 
satisfying potpourri of different 
genres, budgets, and themes. But 
there are really only three films with 
any chance of winning. As one of 
the two films with the most acting 
nominations this year (plus the 
all-important directing and editing 
citations), The Fighter qualifies as 
the scrappy underdog choice. And 
after virtually sweeping the critics’ 
prizes and earning eight overall 
nods, The Social Network was far 
and away the early favorite. That is, 
until the announcement of the guild 
awards, whose voting bodies overlap 
considerably with the Academy. 
The King’s Speech scored the rare 
hat trick of guild prizes (Directors 
Guild, Producers Guild, and Screen 
Actors Guild), an achievement 
matched by only six other films. In 
five of those cases, the movie went 
on to take the Best Picture Oscar 
as well. Only Apollo 13 faltered with 
the Academy, but that film didn’t 
have a Best Director nomination to 
its credit. So even in the later rounds 
of the Academy's preferential 
balloting process, expect The King’s 
Speech, which boasts the most 
nominations of any film this year, 
to have the last word.

There's simply no stronger lock 
in the major categories this 
year. Having just won this race 
last year, Jeff Bridges is at 
the back of the pack, while the 
impressive James Franco can 
focus on his Oscar-hosting 

gig instead of writing a speech. 
Javier Bardem, meanwhile, 
deservedly nabbed a surprise 
nod for his brutal performance, 
which will have to serve as 

his victory this year. The Social 
Network's fans will likely 

boost Jesse Eisenberg to 

a second-place finish, but with 
SAG, BAFTA, and Golden Globe 
wins (not to mention coming 
awfully close to winning the 
Oscar last year for A Single 
Man), stammering monarch 
Colin Firth will easily walk 
away with his first trophy.

The King’s Speech is the clear front-runner 
for Best Picture, but as a relative newcomer, 
Tom Hooper isn’t a sure thing despite his 
Directors Guild victory. The race’s other 
first-time nominees, David O. Russell and 
Darren Aronofsky, probably need to build up 
their arsenals a bit more to have a real shot 
at the statuette, while Joel and Ethan Coen 
may have won too recently (for 2007's 

No Country for Old Men) to repeat. So if there 
is a split, the beneficiary would likely be 
second-time nominee David Fincher, who's 
got the requisite history to go the distance.

TO BECOME 


Hollywood’s new Man of Steel, Henry Cavill had to pass 
the Laugh Test. To wit: Could he wear the Superman 
suit without anyone giggling? And not just any 
Superman suit. To shoot his screen test last month, 
the 27-year-old British actor donned a replica of the 
costume Christopher Reeve wore in director Richard 
Donner’s classic 1978 film. By today’s standards, those 
sky blue spandex threads with the iconic S shield on the 
chest look dated—and hence an effective yardstick for 
the team now charged with making Superman fly for 
2lst-century moviegoers. “Ifyoucan put onthat suit and 


pull it off,” says director Zack Snyder, 
“that’s an awesome achievement.” 

As an assistant helped him into the suit, 
Cavill was feeling less than super. He cer- 
tainly has the face for Superman—solid 
chin, defined cheekbones, piercing eyes, 
dark hair. He’s also 6'1" and radiates intel- 
ligence, maturity, and all around good- 
guyness, though he’s too humble to say so 
himself: But Cavill worried that the rest of 
him wasn’t up to snuff. He had recently 
lost the muscle tone he gained to play a 
loincloth warrior in the mythic fantasy 
Immortals, due this November. “All I could 
think was, Oh, God, they're going to look 
at me and go, ‘He’s not Superman. Not a 
chance,” recalls Cavill, best known for 
playing Henry VIII’s buddy Charles Bran- 
don on Showtime's The Tudors. “The actor 
inside me was going, ‘You’re not ready! 
You're not ready!’” Snyder saw something 
different. “He walked out and no one 
laughed,” says the director, a geek pop idol 
for his work on Dawn ofthe Dead, 800, and 
Watchmen. “Other actors put that suit on 
and it’s a joke, even if they're great actors. 
Henry put it on, and he exuded this kind of 
crazy-calm confidence that just made me 
go, ‘Wow. Okay, this is Superman.” 

And with that, Superman’s Hollywood 
relaunchis up, up, and almost away; shoot- 
ing on the as-yet-untitled Warner Bros. 
film begins this summer under Snyder, 
producer Christopher Nolan (whose 
two Batman flicks have grossed nearly 
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$1.4 billion at the box office worldwide), 
and screenwriter David S. Goyer, who also 
wrote Batman Begins, three Blade films, 
and Dark City. The result of their collabo- 
ration, due late next year, will be a must- 
see event, one the studio hopes will leave 
audiences in a must-see-more mood. 

Of course, this all-star Superman proj- 
ect isn’t the studio's first bid to return the 
paterfamilias of comic-book superheroes 
to pop culture prominence. In 2004, War- 
ner Bros. tapped Bryan Singer—whose 
first two X-Men movies helped launch the 
modern era of superhero cinema—to 
restart the franchise following an infa- 
mously epic series of false starts. But 
Singer’s emo-hued homage to Donner’s 
movies, Superman Returns, starring new- 
comer Brandon Routh, proved to be a

costly stall: It had a reported budget of 
$270 million but grossed only $391 million 
globally. Back to the drawing board. 

Warner Bros. didn’t have to look far for 
a promising new take. In February 2010, 
Nolan pitched a new approach to Super- 
man developed by Goyer, addressing the 
character—introduced in 1938 by creators 
Jerry Siegel and Joe Shuster—in a modern 
context while staying true to his origins 
and essence, Last fall, Nolan hired Snyder, 
another Warner Bros. favorite, to direct. 
Snyder says the movie will emphasize the 
man in Superman, presenting a slightly 
older version of the icon than we’ve previ- 
ously seen on screen. He declined to com- 
ment on the film's plot, its villain (rumored 
to be General Zod, the escaped Phantom 
Zone baddie played by Terence Stamp in 
Superman and Superman I), or the design 
of Supe’s new suit—except to say that it 
won't be a Reeve replica. 

Whatever form the new story takes, 
Hollywood insiders believe a successful 
new Superman must answer two big 
questions: (1) Can an extraterrestrial 
demigod seem approachable to mere 
mortals? and (2) Will a culture hooked on 
Dark Knights and glib [ron Men buy into 
a more old-fashioned brand of heroism? 
“*Truth, justice, and the American way’ is 
a pretty goody-goody point of view in a 
society more cynical about that kind of 
thing,” says one prominent producer. 
“That's part of the puzzle they need to fig- 
ure out: How do you make that point of 
view cool?” Snyder is already on the case. 
“We get that people perceive Superman 
as anaive Boy Scout,” says Snyder. “Does 
that character have a place in the modern 
world? I think that’s a legitimate question, 
andit’s the focus of the work we're doing.” 

A major piece of that work is now com- 
plete: finding an actor who can express the 
next-gen Superman's masculinity, gravi- 
tas, and empathy. Henry Cavill was raised 
on the small British island of Jersey with 
limited time for pop culture beyond TV 
and computer games. The acting bug bit 
during his years at boarding school, and 
ever since he was 17, “I’ve been chasing 
the career around the world.” In addition 
to four seasons of The Tudors, he appeared 
in such films as 2002’s The Count of Monte 
Cristo, 2007's Stardust, and 2009’s Woody 
Allen comedy Whatever Works. 
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Snyder says he would have cast Cavill 
in his 2007 film 300, except the actor was 
holding out for another job: becoming 
the next 007. “I came very close,” says 
Cavill. “The choice was between a 
younger Bond and a Bond closer to his 
30s, which is to say, Daniel Craig.” Cavill 
disputes reports that he was also a con- 
tender for Batman Begins (“At least, 
nobody was talking to me about it”) but 
confirms he was a top candidate for an 
earlier version of Superman (to have 
been directed by McG) that fell apart in 
2004. “But here I am, seven years later. 
Got ya!” he says with a triumphant 
shake of the fist. “It was wonderful to 
have a second stab at a job—and as a 
wiser, older, more experienced actor.” 

That experience came in handy during 
his two-part audition. Last October, he 
was asked to read some scenes written 
specifically for the tryout. He came back 
in January for a screen test and proved 
he could sell the suit and an American 
accent. Snyder declines to identify every- 
one who auditioned for the role, but vol- 
unteers that his second choice was True 
Blood’s Joe Manganiello. “Joe’s a great 
guy. I really liked him,” says Snyder, add- 
ing that it came down to a gut decision. 
“Tt was about seeing a quality that 
inspires this inexplicable, mysterious, 
cool emotion that says, ‘That's my guy-” 

Two weeks after Cavill’s screen test, 
Snyder gave him the life-changing call. “I 
told him that I had some good and bad 
news: He needed to start working out.” 
Cavill was home alone in his London 
apartment at the time. He tried calling 
his girlfriend and his parents—but he 
couldn’t get through to anyone. “I was 
like, ‘This is ridiculous! I’ve just been 
given the biggest job in history, and no- 
body’s picking up their bloody phones!’” 

Soon it’s Cavill who'll be hard to reach. 
He’s about to begin getting Super- 
ripped at Gym Jones, a fitness boutique 
specializing in building action-hero 
physiques. And the actor says he is 
eager to get into his own Superman 
suit. “Even during the audition, even 
amid my anxiety while wearing the 
older model, I had this extraordinary 
feeling: ‘Wow. I’m wearing the cape. 
I’m wearing the S’ Extraordinary,” he 
says. “I can’t wait to do it for real.” m 
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While Hollywood is hammer- 
ing out a new Man of Steel, 
the next two year's will see a 
crush of movie superheroes, 
both familiar characters and 
newcomers to the multiplex. 
Jon Favreau, who made 

two blockbusters out of the 
second-string hero Iron Man, 
understands the challenges. 
“People were saying, 
‘Nobody knows who Iron 
Man is. They were saying, 
‘The genre had been played 
out. Now they’re trotting out 
the B-level titles. Is anybody 
going to care?’” recalls the 
director, who is following 
last year’s Iron Man 2 with 
this July’s superhero-free 
adventure Cowboys & Aliens. 
Favreau left the neighbor- 
hood of comic-book adapta- 
tions just as it was getting 
especially crowded. “People 
have now rushed to monetize 
every character, digging up 
characters from all of the 
publishers,” he says. “Some 
will sueceed and some 
won't.” Here’s a look at the 
coming wave of hero mania.

To scrutinize the action-driven absurdities 
of Unknown is, surely, overkill in a movie in 
which Neeson barks,“Out of the way!” with 
cartoonish ferocity as he pushes through 
crowds. (The screenplay is by journeymen 
scribes Oliver Butcher and Stephen 
Cornwell.) Still, it’s worth pausing to marvel 
at the chutzpah (as Berliners might not say) 
of tossing a soupcon of concern for illegal 
immigrants, nostalgia for the bad old days of 
East German secret police, and optimism 
about ending world hunger into a doozy in 
which Neeson also intones, “Do you know 
what it feels like to become insane?”

Vanishing on 7th Street is a throwback of 
a horror movie that sets out to re-create the 
spooky, bombed-out, trapped-in-a-bunker 
atmosphere of such ’60s and ’70s B-movie 
landmarks as the Living Dead films and 
Assault on Precinct 13. But the director, Brad 
Anderson (The Machinist), apes those films 
without a hint of their gutter shrewdness. In 
essence, he’s made a zombie movie without 
the zombies. Early on, John Leguizamo, as 
a shopping-mall movie-theater projectionist, 
wanders out of his booth to discover that 
seemingly all of humanity (except for him) 
has been literally sucked away, leaving 
nothing but piles of clothes on the ground. All 
the electricity has been neutralized as well. 
He runs into three fellow survivors 
(played by Hayden Christensen, Thandie 
Newton, and the 14-year-old pop star Jacob 
Latimore), and the four hole up inside a bar, 
where an emergency generator powers a 
jukebox that wavers between speeding up 
and slowing down as it keeps on playing the 
Marvelettes’ “Darling Forever.” That’s a good, 
queasy effect, and so are the ghostly shadows 
that crawl like smoke over the surfaces of 
things. But that’s about all the tricks that 
Anderson has. Mostly, we’re left staring 
blankly at a quartet of victimized ciphers. 


Cris Lankenau, Robyn Rikoon

As much as I dig Christopher 
Nolan’s Batman flicks, he’s always 
been at his best when he’s taking 
an eggbeater to moviegoers’ brains.
